One explanation of the shooting 
is that the five men in the assail­ 
ant's car were fugitives, and had cut 
across from the Harrisburg road, by 
way of Hunterstown, to the Lincoln 
highway to avoid coming through 
Gettysburg. 
When they saw’ Englebert with a 
rifle in Morrison s car, they believed 
the Hunterstown men to be officers 
and shot to w’ound or kill the driver 
to avoid arrest.
